London, Sept. 15.—The British have resumed the offensive in 


an attack north of the Somme, in Northern France. According to 
the British war office they have driven back the German lines from 
about a mile and a quarter to nearly a mile and three-quarters at 
some places in an assault along a six mile front. 


The line of the attacked extended from Boulax Wood, north- 


west of Combles, to a point north of the 
Albert-Bapaume 
road 


which runs through Pozieres. Asa preliminary to today's ex- 
tended offensive movement, General Haig's forces last night at- 
tacked and captured German trenches along a front of more than 
half a mile southeast of Thiepval. 
The combined assaults thus 


tovered virtually the entire Somme front of the 
British. 
The 


light success include the capture of a strongly fortified

portion known as the "Wnnder Werk." 


.Apparently today's attack had not spent its. force when the 


oScial bulletin was issued as it declared that the British were con- 


tinuing to progress. 


The French on their part drove in to the south of Combles, 


which already was nearly hemmed in by the entente forces and re- 
port an advance as far as the village of Ranconrt. Heavy fighting 
also has taken place on the Verdun front, Paris reporting two Ger- 


man attacks there, both of which were repulsed. 


Heavy attacks are being delivered by General Sarrail's forces 


Bgainst the Bulgarians on the Macedonian front, with marked SUC- 


CESS according to Paris today. Victories have been won by 
the 


Serbians, French and British. The statement indicates that the 
mrst defeat was administered by the Serbians who drove the Bul- 
Eirians back twelve miles after several days' fighting west of Lake 
Oitrovo, rapturing many prisoners and 25 cannon.. The Trench 


anil British drove at the Bulgarian center on both sides of the Var- 
fiar, the French taking positions a mile and a half deep east of the 
river and the British 'carrying important posts west of the stream.
